Law signed regulating 
election funds 


WASHINGTON i UPI > —President Nixon signed today a new federal 
law aimed at regulating the raising and spending of election funds for 
presidential and congressional candidates in the high cost era of 
television campaigning 
Nixon called the bill realistic and enforceable. 
The new measure, effective in 60 days, becomes the first reform in 
campaign spending in nearly half a century, replacing the outmoded 
and toothless 1925 Corrupt Practices Act. 
It placed a ceiling on the amount that may be spent this year on 
behalf of presidential candidates, including prim aries where affected 
It also requires stiffer. periodic financial reports, and brings under 
control the myriad political fund-raising com m ittees which in the past 
were able to circumvent spending restrictions. 
Under a formula allowing roughly 10 cents a voter, each party will 
be permitted to spend up to $13.9 million on plugging their 1972 
presidential nominees, but only about $8 4 million may be used for 
television and radio messages. 
This com pares with the $12.6 million spent by the Republicans in the 
1968 Nixon campaign and the $6 1 million used by the D em ocrats in 
Hubert H Humphrey 's losing effort four years ago. 
In signing the bill Nixon said it was "an important step forward in 
an area which has been of great public concern 
He added; "Because I share that concern. I am pleased to give my 
approval to this bill. -' 
Nixon, who waited until the deadline to sign the legislation, said in a 
statem ent that it "will guard against campaign abuses and will work 
to build public confidence in the integrity in the electoral process.-' 
Some question arose about enforcement of the law although Nixon 
insisted it would be enforced.

its duties split between two other sections. 
A new unit, which has no formal nam e yet, is operating under the 
direction of Walter Barnes in the fraud section.

m anufacture, to reflect value added 
to the product at that step It could, 
for instance, be paid at every step 
from the mine to the factory to the 
wholesale house, eventually by the

Levies such as sales taxes are 
considered regressive because they 
hit every consum er equally, rich anil 
poor alike. The tax is exacted not on 
the basis of what the consum er 
earns, but on what he spends — and 
the poor thus are hit m ore heavily in 
proportion to the rich.

Communists launch attack against Kontum 


SAIGON (I PI »—Communist troops I ired 
rockets into the central highlands province 
capital oi Kontum today, and along the 
central coast militiamen claimed to have 
killed the Viet Cong "chief” ot troubled 
Binh Dinh Province, military spokesmen 
said 


The rockets marked the first assault on 
Kontum. the city expected to be a prime 
target in a building Communist offensive in 
the 
highlands, 
according 
to 
allied 
intelligence 


The 
so-called 
province 
chief 
or 
"military-political commisar 
lor Binh 
Dinh was among six persons killed in a 
large bunker discovered by regional forces 
iRFi troops patrolling about live miles 
southwest of Phv My district town, a 
spokesman for the second military region 


told I PI correspondent Don Davis in 
Pleiku. 
The spokesman said RF troops identified 
the man as the top Communist in the 
province from papers found on his body 
after they tossed grenades into the bunker 
The spokesman was unable to supply his 
name or personal background 
A Viet Cong village chief and a doctor 
were also killed in the grenade attack, the 
spokesman said. 
The Viet Cong dropped two Russian- 
made 112MM rockets early today near the 
province headquarters building, killing one 
Vietnamese soldier and wounding three 
others. Davis reported 


Kontum. a town of 30.000 population 260 
miles north of Saigon, has been widely 
mentioned bv allied officers as the most 


likely point to be attacked in any guerrilla 
offensive, expected to be timed with 
President Nixon's Feb 21 visit to Peking. 


Besides Kontum. the guerrillas shelled a 
hamlet near Chuong Ngnia, 25 miles north­ 
east of Kontum then attacked the militia 
outpost defending it. 
One South Vietnamese soldier was 
wounded and two Viet Cong were killed, 
military sources said 


In 11 sizeable clashes and shellings in the 
24 hours ending at 6 a m today (6 p.m. EST 
Sunday» the South Vietnamese command 
reported 74 Communist troops killed 
Military sources said 17 South Vietnamese 
and one American were killed and 50 
injured or wounded, including five Ameri­ 
cans. 
The heaviest fighting was in the U Minh 


Forest in the Mekong Delta where 46 
guerrillas were killed in three clashes at a 
cost of nine South Vietnamese killed and 30 
wounded 
The fighting in the U Minh Forest near 
the southern tip of South Vietnam broke out 
late Sunday afternoon In one battle along 
the coast 150 miles southwest of Saigon 
South Vietnamese troops killed 10 Viet 
Cong but lost two dead and three wounded. 
In another clash near the center of the 
Everglades-like I Minh Forest. 140 miles 
southwest of Saigon. 31 Viet Cong were 
killed at a cost of seven South Vietnamese 
killed and 27 wounded 
The battles were in approximately the 
same areas where South Vietnamese 9th 
Infantry Division troops Thursday killed 14 
guerrillas but lost nine dead and 16 
wounded in a series of scattered battles.
